Your  Excellency  , 

On  the  5th  and  25th  October  iW'st  3  submitted 
to  Your  Excellency  a  technical  invention  for  wb*  use,  receipt 
of  which  has  been  acknowledged  by  the  Chief  Secretary  on  the 
20th  ult.  and  "th  innt .  ,..cf  .:;o.C/355/39,  with  advice  that  the 
proposal  has  been  transmitted  for  consideration  of  his  majesty's 
Gov  er  rune  nt. 

I  do  riot  knot?  as  yet  what  wa s  the  vietf  expressed 
by  the  competent  Authorities,  after  testing,  as  to  the  practical 
value  of  the  uropcsal.  I  am  thr-refore  perfectly  well  aware  that 
I  have  no  moral  justification  whatever  to  appeal  to  Your  Excellency 
for  any  preferential  treatment  on  this  ground.  If  nevertheless 
I  do  address  the  present  appeal,  it  is  solely  because  urgent  urgent 
circumstances  of  a  compelling., human  nature ,  force  me  to  do  this. 

Ky  dearest  nest  of  kin,  namely  my  mother, sister 
and  her  husband,  are  domiciled  in  German  occupied  "astern  Poland, 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  German  frontier.  Three  days  s.~o  I  received 
the  news  through  a  neutral  country  that  they  are,  thank  (tod, 
alive;  but  they  are  totally  deprived  of  all  means  of  existence.  - 
Apart  from  the  denser  of  starvation,  their  position  is  core  unhappy 
than  that  of  millions  of  felloe  sufferers  on  account  of  their  not 
living  in  a  town ,  hut  in  the  country,  being  the  only  Jewish  family 
in  a  villao-e,  in  hostile  surround i  jigs ,compeletely  isolated,  lonely 
and  without  the  possibility  of  any  assistance  . 

In  view  of  the  undoubted  danger  with  which  their 
lives  are  threatened,  I  venture  to  address  my  earnest  appeal  to 
Your  Excellency  to  sanction  the  granting  of  an  immigration  permit 
to  these  the  nearest  kin  of  r.ine:

all  residing  in  32CZYRK,  near  Pielietz, Silesia.

when  I  submitted  the  plan  I  referred  to  above, no 
thought  of  any  compensation  did  occur  to  me.  ly  cole  object 
was  to  contribute,  to  the  best  of  my  abij ity , towards  the  triumph 
of  a  right  cause.  At  oresent  ?.hen  nothing  has  been  oroved  , 
except  my  good  will,  bat  not  the  practical  utility  of  it,  I  should 
not  have  come  forward  with  any  appeal  for  assistance.  But  it  is 
nob  a  matter  of  personal  advantage  that  I  seek.  It  is  the  life 
of  all  t&at  are  dearest  to  ne  that  is  the  stake,  and  this  impels 
me  to  venture  this  appeal.  -  It  is  hardly  necessary  i;o  add  that 
I  shall, in  all  circumstances  ,  endeavour  s^lso  in  future  to  do 
my  duty  and  to  show  myself  e  usucful  citizen  of  the  country.
